The exit of the strikers was a 
signal for resumption of confer- 
ences between Walter P. Chrysler, 
head of the firm, and the com- 
mittee for industrial organization's 
chief, John L. Lewis. 
They will 
thresh out the union demand for 
exclusive bargaining rights.

moned the two to confer at Lans- 
ing, Mich., said labor troubles were 
approaching 
their 
end "without 


bloodshed or loss of life."

same time re-elected for two years, 
is now holding over as an execu- 
tive officer but not as a constitu- 
tional executive official; that he is 
thus removable by the governor; 
that the measure of his salary is 
the reduced appropriation of 1935, 
a total of $6,800 for the biennium;. 
that this amount has been over- 
drawn ?700; there is no appropria- 
tion available for him after Jan. 7, 
1937, and his only recourse is to 
appeal from the rejection by the 
state auditor of his claim for 
§1 250 quarterly salary due up to 
April 1, or ask the legislature to 
appropriate salary for him since 
Jan. 7, 1937, which it has power 
to do if it sees fit. 
The opinion was given to State 


Auditor Price, who said he would 
reject Swanson's claim for $1,250 
quarterly salary. The legislature 
has pending a bill which has been 
amended so that if it passes, 
Swanson will be allowed to hold 
his office for two years, in view 
of his re-election 
last fall. The 


opinion, prepared by Edwin Vail, 
assistant attorney general, 
says 


Swanson cannot draw the consti- 
tutional salary of $5,000 a year 
because he is no longer, under the 
supreme court opinion, a constitu- 
tional executive officer, but must 
take the reduced salary for state 
officers fixed by the legislature of 
1933.

Tremor Centers in Imperial 


Valley—Santa Monica and 


San Diego Affected.

ANGELES. 02P). Southern , 


California shook Thursday morn- 
Ing with a heavy earthquake. It 
appeared centered in the Imperial 
vallev or south of the Mexican bor- 
der in the Gulf of California area. 
It was 8:49 a. m. -when an. area 


of about 10,000 square miles quiv- 
ered. 
Los Angeles and its environs 


were swayed by a long and con- 
tinuously increasing motion. Long- 
Beach reported it was unlike the 
heavy 1933 shock, which came as 
a jolt. Thursday's movement was a 
sort of rhythmic shimmy, with an 
east-west motion. 
Santa Monica, Glendale, Pasa- 


dena, Anaheim, 
and Alhambra 


promptly reported similar effects, 
while to the south the intensity 
seemed to be greater. In the San 
Bernardino-Riverside region it was 
a good shake. 
San Diego, more than a hundred 


miles from Santa Monica, felt it 
as a sharp quake. At El Centro, 
county seat of Imperial valley, 100 
miles east of San Diego. The jolt 
was heavy but no immediate dam- 
age was reported. 
El Centro residents ran from 


buildings in the downtown district 
and gathered in little groups on 
the street. 
At Brawley north of El Centro 


clocks were stopped. 
The visible recording Instrument 


at the seismologies! laboratory of

Origin in Mountains.

' ors the outspoken enemies of 
Christ, the Lord cannot be pleased 
with her."

, znent, but the entire Bible, the Old 
• Testament as well as the New. 
Jesus again and again appeals to 
the Old Testament as the word of 
. God, as His word. 'It is written,' 
He says. He confounded His op- 
' ponents with the words of Moses 
! and the prophets. Of the psalms 
He says, 'The Scripture cannot be 
' broken.' (John 10, 35). Jesus be- 
lieved Moses' account of the crea- 
tion, of man's fall, of the flood, and 
He put the stamp of truth on the 


' account of Jonas and hte whale. 
'. Accept the theory of organic evolu- 
tion, smile at the tsory of Jonas, 
and you are no disciple indeed. 
Likewise the New Testament 
is 
stamped as the word of Jesus. He 
sent His disciples out as witnesses 
unto Him unto the uttermost part 
of the earth. (Acts 1, 8). They as- 
serted that they spoke and wrote 
by divine inspiration, and Jesus 
confirmed the truthfulness of theii 
assertion by empowering them to 
perform great signs and wonders 
in His name. 
"A large portion of the church 
today does not continue in Jesus' 
word, but rejects the Bible. Many 
leaders of the church frankly con- Ohrist. 
^ 
less their unbelief. 
What 
does churches, 


Jesus think of them? He says, 
'He that rejecteth Me, and re- 
ceiveth not My words, hath one 
that judgeth him: the word that I 
have spoken, the same shall judge 
him in the last day.' (John: 12, 48). 
"Rejecting the word of Jesus, 
these same people will naturally 
deny His deity. 
If the word of 
Jesus is emphatic on any truth, it 
is on the fact that He is not only 
true man, but also true> God. But 
a portion of the church blasphem- 
ously declares, 'We do not believe 
that Jesus was the Son of God; 
we do not believe He was God-1 
man. He is to us a great prophet, 
like many others.' 
"It must follow that they will 
reject the redemption thru Christ. 
•And the truth shall make you 
free,' says Jesus. Free from what? 
Jesus said, 'Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, whosoever committeth 
sin is the servant of sin.' Free 
from sin, then. Jesus is the Lamb 
of God which taketh away the sin 
of the world. 


He is the propitiation for the 
sins of the world. He cam6 into 
the world to save sinners, not by 
showing them how to save them- 
selves by their own good works, 
but by suffering the punishment 
for their sins and delivering them 
from the guilt, the penalty and the 
power of sin. 
Thereby Te pro- 
cured freedom 
from sm, death, 


and damnation for them. Where 
there is forgiveness of sin, there is 
also life and salvation. This truth 
Jesus proclaims in the gospel. He 
that believes that shall be a free 
child of God. 
"A portion of the church, how- 


ever, despises the saving office of 
Jesus. 
Instead 
of 
preaching 
Christ and Him crucified, many 
sponsor ethical culture and pro- 
claim a so called social gospel, 


i which is no gospel. In SQ far as 
the church has 
rejected 
Jesus' 


word and Him as the divine Savior, 
she has lost her power to help the 
sinner. She cannot give him power 
to lead a better life here in time, 
and she cannot prepare him for 
death and the day of judgment."

MEN CRUCIFY THEIR 


FAITH, SAYS BISHOP 


Oxnam Tells Worshipers to 


Pay Less Attention to 


Mere Creed. 


"The explanation in religion is 


called the creed," declared Bishop 
G. Bromley Oxnam at the Holy 
Week noonday service in the Lin- 
coln theater Thursday, "and when 
men sought to substitute the ex- 
planation for the experience, Chris- 
tianity was on its road to a second 
Golgotha." 


Speaking on the subject, "The 


Crucifixion or Christianity," the 
bishop said, "Something is wrong 
with society, and since we belong 
to the social order we believe we 
are in part responsible for its con- 
dition. 
There are times when it 
seems we have been caught in that 
callous crowd of centuries gone by, 
and that we joined in crying, 
'Crucify Him! Crucify Him.' In 
chastened mood, a s called civiliza- 
tion 
hears 
the 
command, 'O 
citizens of all the world, kneel 
down, and let us pray'." 


First An Experience. 


Bishop Oxnam told his audience, 
that, tho he W^LS not interested "in 
the discussion too often associated 
with Easter, the stories entering 
rooms when doors were bolted," he 
was "tremendously interested" in 
what happened to "those dispirited, 
beaten, uneducated fishermen, pea- 
sants and tax collectors." He said 
in the beginning Christianity was 
an experience, and when men "be- 
came more interested in the care- 
fully phrased theological explana- 
tion of Jesus than they -were in 
the continuing and deepening ex- 
perience of Jesus, the so called 
Christian nailed Christianity to the 
cross of creeds, and the religion of 
Jesus was re-crucified. 
"In the second place," he said, 
"Christianity is in everpresent 
danger 
of 
re-crucifixion. 
The 
creedal cross has served its pur- 
pose. Christianity has arisen, but 
to face another cross—the cross of 
gold. In the third place, there is 
grave danger of crucifying Chris- 
tianity upon a cross of national- 
ism. Nationalism, as a force that 
has united people into the nation 
and has done for other people that 
which it has done for us, is bene- 
ficent, of course. However, there 
are grave dangers in the doctrines 
associated with nationalism, which 
are referred to as national rights, 
national honor, and the like." The 
bishop illustrated his point with 
quotations from the opinions of the 
supreme court in the Macintosh 
case.People Choose Barbarism.

NTERPRETS A PART 


OF LATEST TAX LAW 


Attorney Cteneral Says No 


Interest Due Where 


No Sale. 


Atty. Gen. Hunter, called upon 
fcy Co. Treas. Bauman of Omaha, 
'or further interpretation of bill 
No. 1, now a law relating to de- 
inquent tax payments, gave this 
opinion Thursday: 
Property sold at the November 
delinquent tax sale to a third 
person, to the county or to any 
government subdivision is not sub- 
ject to payment without Interest 
to the effective date of sale. Where 
property was offered and not sold 
it that offering redemption may 
b« made by payment of principal 
only plus costs of the sale. 
_ Payment 
of delinquent taxes 
where a distress warrant is in the 
hands of the sheriff unreturned 
may be made without interest but 
sxibject to costs and fees. 
That a taxpayer delinquent for 
more than one year need not pay 
the total sum due at one time, but 
may pay" at different times up till 
Dec. 31, 1938, each year's delin- 
quent taxes without 
subjecting 


himself to payment of back inter- 
est. Special assessments may be 
paid without regard to real estate 
tax. Treasurer may collect each of 
these taxes without regard to any 
other tax that may be due, being 
guided only by the law relative to 
the order of delinquency on gen- 
eral real estate taxes If he pays, 
say 1934 taxes, but does not pay 
those for succeeding years before 
the expiration of the time limit, 
delinquent interest on the 1934 tax 
cannot be set up on the tax books 
as a lien; payment has remitted 
and canceled interest due on 1934 
tax.Where a property owner paid 
the principal amount of his taxes 
while two previous laws, later de- 
creed to be invalid, were in force, 
interest on this principal amount 


cannot be collected and is not » 
lien against the real estate. 
The attorney general added that 
he saw no reason why the treas- 
urer should not do as he did when 
the other two laws were in force, 
rubber stamp them as having been 
paid under the provisions of the 
law, as this would help keep 
proper records.

'ALBUQUERQUE, N. M. (UP). 
Members of the Penitent* cult 
fashioned cruel whips for a flagel- 
lant parade Thursday night that 
will prefare the Good Friday re- 
enactment of the crucifixion. 
"The penitent brothers" will as- 
semble at their "moradas," to 
prostrate 
themselves 
before 
a 
crude altar and acknowledge that 
Christ was crucified for them, 
and that they will emulate his 
Buffering. 
Then the procession forms. At 
the head is a "pitero," blowing a 
weird melody on a fife made from 
a reed. "El Christo," selected by 
lot to be crucified, will be among 
them, but his identity never will 
be known unless he succumbs to 
the tortures. 
While barren canyon walls re- 
Verbrate the shrill "pitero" notes, 
the worshipers will march bare- 
foot over sharp stones, and lash 
their 
bared 
backs with whips 
made of the tough fibers of cactus 
and yucca plants. Some will roll 
In cactus beds; others gash their 
bodies with sharp stones. Many 
will carry crosses made of sticks. 
Almost before coagulation has 
sealed their wounds from Thurs- 
day night, the penitents will begin 
anew the flogging the evening of 
Good Friday. That procession will 
climax a year's piety for the an- 
cient order. 
El Christo's cross weighs nearly 
800 pounds. He %vill carry it to a 
deserted "Calvario." His side is 
pierced to resemble the spear 
wound on Christ's body and for 
nearly an hour he is left bound to 
the cross with ropes and leather 
thongs. During this time the peni- 
tentes reach the height of their 
religious fervor. The "hermano," 
or chief, renews the seal of the 
order, six knife slashes on the 
back of each member. 
Then El Christo is taken down, 
usually at the point of death, and 
the ceremony is ended. Penitentes 
wend their way back to their 
humble homes, spent and blood- 
covered, their 
cult 
obligations 
completed for a year. 
No one apparently knows how- 
many Penitente brethren and con- 
are, or the number of re-enact- 
ments of the crucifixion. Each 
chapter has its hermano and con- 
ducts its own ceremony. 
Numerous orders are known to 
exist in New Mexico, its members 
are mostly Indians of various 
tribes and half-castes. Southwest- 
ern Colorado and parts of Arizona 
and Utah also have chapters. 
Recently publicity, and repul- 
sion of modern America to the 
gore 
of Penitente 
rites, 
have 
driven the order to secrecy. Their 
ceremonies are held at isolated 
places with only lanterns to break 
the blackness of desert nights. ,

NORMAN, Okl. UP). Alternating 
strips of wheat and grass in con- 
wur pattern were proposed as one 
effective weapon against crop de- 
stroying "black blizzards." 
Soil 
moisture tests and fallowing of 
Land during dry years were also 
n a long range program urged by 
Dr. Paul B. Sears, noted soil con- 
servation authority and botany 
professor at the University of 
Oklahoma. 
"We've got to get accustomed to 
drouths as normal farm hazards," 
Dr. Sears said in an interview. 
"Drouths are just the same thing 
to the farmer as traffic accidents 
are to an insurance company. And 
the farmer should make allow- 
ances for them just as the insur- 
ance company does." 
Strip planting is being done suc- 
cessfully on demonstration farms 
at Goodwell, Okl., in the dust 
bowl, and some places in Texas, 
sudan grass being used to ribbon 
the wheat fields in strips about 
the width of a wheat drill. 
"That kind of/planting ribs the 
planted ground with grass, holding 
the rainfall and allowing it to sink 
in. Where strip planting was 
used, tests show moisture was 
stored, in some Instances, to a 
depth of 30 or 40 inches."

It provides that any publication 
which criticizes an agency of gov- 
ernment must publish any reply 
or answer to charges made when 
demanded by that 
agency. 
No 


publication may delete any mat- 
ter from a public statement or 
communication of any kind with- 
out indicating that 
matter 
has 


been omitted. It is made necessary, 
where practicable, for each pub- 
lication to print any reply to any 
criticism on the same page in the 
same column and the 
identical 


space given to the criticism. 


That to newspaper men and to 


thoughtful 
readers 
will not be 


taken for an act for the further- 
ance of the freedom of the press. 
Most newspapers do give space to 
replies to editorial or other crit- 
icism of 
government 
agencies. 


Most newspapers are desirous of 
arriving at the facts in every case 
and welcome a statement from the 
agency under consideration. Facts 
are more important to most news- 
papers than opinions. 
This law 


would make it illegal to publish 
a critical letter from 
a 
reader 


without equal space being given 
to each and every answer to this 
criticism. 
Physical 
limitations 


might make complying with this 
law very difficult. 
The 
result 


would be that few criticisms or 
charges against any government 
agency, or that might affect such 
an agency, would be permitted in 
any column devoted to 
expres- 


sions of opinion of the public.

FEDERAL TAXES. 


Congress is beginning to show 


some signs of rebellion. 
A few 


days ago Marriner Eccles, chair- 
man of the board of governors of 
the federal reserve system, who is 
interested in getting the budget 
back into balance, suggested that 
the best way to do this was to in- 
crease the taxes on incomes and 
profits. Chairman Harrison of the 
s e n a t e finance committee and 
Chairman Doughton of the house 
ways and means c o m m i t t e e , 
promptly called the reporters in 
and told them to assure business 
that no further or higher taxes 
were going to be enacted this ses- 
sion. 
They said budget balanc- 


ing should be aided by cutting 
expenses. A little later the pres- 
ident did some soft pedaling. He 
now hopes there will be no new- 
taxes. He declined to comment 
farther on what either Eccles or 
the two chairmen said. 


Meanwhile money by the hun- 


dreds of thousands is rolling into 
the treasury from the new and 
higher taxes and the double taxa- 
tion imposed upon stockholders of 
corporations. 
The total is esti- 


mated at about twice the sum col- 
lected in March, 1936. The in- 
crease comes from two sources. 
One is the hiking of the flat tax 
on corporation income from 8 
percent to 15 percent, and the 
other fountain tapped consists of 
the stockholders. As stockholders 
they paid first the tax imposed 
upon the corporation, and then 
upon the dividends they received 
from the corporation. 


Heretofore these corporate divi- 


dends have been deductible from 
the .total income in which they 
were first included. In effect the 
stockholder paid no income tax on 
those dividends. Under the new 
law that makes these taxes the 
addition of the dividends to their 
other income pushed them into 
the higher brackets where the tax 
is stiffer. 
Those in the highest 


bracket had to give up 80 percent 
of their corporate dividends. 


The reason why the president is 


not committing himself upon the 
proposition of higher -taxes is that 
he wants to be free to utilize this 
method of controlling profits that 


seven c h i l d r e n , -worked as a 
laborer at various jobs, was able 
to act enough like a United States 
citizen to get himself a United 
States passport, but the depres- 
sion of 1929 left him without a 
job.

Federal Home Loan Bills. 


After listening for nearly three 
hours to argument for and against 
a group of eight bills backed by 
the federal home loan bank of 
Topeka the committee on banking 
and insurance deferred action un- 
til Friday, on the ground that it 
desired to give further study to 
the measures. THe committeemen 
who will give thought to the bills 
are Chairman Hall, Brandt, 
E. 
Adams, Carlson, Howard, Knick- 
rehm, Scbultz and Slepicka. 
The group of bills comprises 


276 277, 278, 282, 283, 287, 288 
and 289. They were opposed by 
state building and loan associa- 
tions. Paul Good, former attorney 
general, now director in the fed- 
eral home loan bank of Topeka, 
Kas., spoke for the measures and 
was supported by William H. Pit- 
zer of Nebraska City, former state 
senator, now connected with a fed- 
eral savings and loan association 
and director for the Topeka home 
loan bank in Nebraska, and C. L. 
Clark, of Lincoln, attorney for the 
People's Savings & Loan associa- 
tion of Lincoln, and by John Dean 
of Topeka, attorney for the To- 
peka federal home loan bank. 


Liquor Enforcement. 


J. A. McEachen, Nebraska liq- 


uor commissioner, told the appro- 
priations committee he anticipated 
"more of an enforcement problem 
if a number of municipalities vote 
out package liquor sales. 
He made this statement in re- 


sponse to a question by Senator 
Diers who inquired whether boot- 
legging would be more rampant in 


dry communities. Diers predicted 
his "home town will go dry."

WASHINGTON.—A matter of 


greatest importance to an indi- 
vidual or a government is income. 
Life depends very much on the 
size of the old weeKly pay check. 
That decides nearly everything. 
Imagine, therefore, the current 
embarrassment of Mr. Morgen- 
tliau, keeper of the federal purse. 
His income for this first quarter 
year is seriously below what he 
expected. How much is a.matter 
of debate. Estimates ranging from 
$100,000,000 to §200,000,000 are 
being published. When the books 
are 
added about three 
weeks 
hence, the amount is very likely to 
hit $130,000,000 at least. This is 
the best inside guess to be made 
by the best experts now. 
Spoofers are inclined to chide 
Mr. Morgenthau about this, espe- 
cially because he has been so 
proud of the exactness of his esti- 
mates in the past. If that were 
all it involved, the problem would 
not be very serious 
He has more 
ways of raising money than Ponzi 
However, the trouble seems to be 
deeper. 
For some reason or other, tne 
taxes levied are just not raising 
the money expected. 


In the first place, Mr. Morgen- 
thau's estimators seem to have 
made excellent guesses. The busi- 
ness improvement in 1936 was just 
about what they calculated. Eco- 
nomically, they seem to have had 
justification to expect the amount 
of revenue they set forth in their 
budget. 
The trouble, therefore, 


can be traced, not to business, or 
economics, bvit to revenue causes. 
Beyond that lies a field of spec-

These show that income 
tax receipts between March 1 and 
20 were just about double those 
of last year in all the states, ex- 
cept the wealthiest. 
That is, Alabama taxpayers paid 


S2,000,,000 this year and $1,000,000 
last year; Arizona, $870,000 instead 
of $456,000; Arkansas, $1,200,000 
instead ol $600,000; but Massa- 
chusetts paid only $21,000,000 as 
against $14,000,000 in 1936; Mich- 
igan $38,000,000 instead of $25,- 
000,000, and so on. New York, 
the wealthiest state, paid exactly 
53 percent more than last year, 
vhile Wyoming increased over 
00 percent. 
. 
This evidence is not conclusive, 


of course, but there can be no 
question that the states in which 
.he largest income surtax bracket 
citizens reside showed less than 
.he average revenue increase.

If 
the final official figures disclose 
that the loopholes must be faced 
and closed (if they can be), a 
corrective measure will have to 
be passed before congress quits.

In Neglect 
Of Heart 


Sufferers of Angina 


Pectoris Are Urged 
to Seek Treatment

RECENTLY I told you about 


heartburn, pointing out that neg- 
lect of this common complaint is 
decidedly unwise, sometimes dan- 
gerous. I explained how heartburn 
may be no more than a symptom 
of indigestion; that sometimes it is 
a sign of something more serious, 
Iperhaps a real disorder of the 
iheart, liver, kidney or digestive 
'tract 
Today I want to tell you about 
| a certain disorder of the heart 


I which, m its first stages, is often 
jconfused with or wrongly accepted 
as indigestion. I refer to that con- 
dition known as "angina pectoris". 


The term means "pain in the 


chest", but it is really a painful 
disorder of the heart, frequently 
suffered by middle-aged or elderly 
men. 
It is occasionally met in 
women of middle age, but is rarely 
encountered in younger persons. 
Its symptoms are due to certain 
changes dn th« blood vessels of the 
heart wall itself. 


Its Symptoms 


The sufferer complains of a feel- 


Ing of pressure, gripping or burn- 
ing in the region of the heart. The 
attacks may not be long or severe 
at first, but as time passes, the 
pain is more continuous and the 
attacks more frequent. 
As a rule, the Victim notices that 
these spells occur after some exer- 
tion, such as walking or climbing 
steps. It is more likely to occur 
after severe exertion, but there are 
cases in. which the attacks come on 
even while resting. 
In most instances the pain ap- 
pears under the middle or upper 
part of the chest. Occasionally it 
imay go as high as the base of the 
ineck, giving a sensation of stran- 
gling or choking. Usually relief is 
(obtained by remaining perfectly 
motionless. The patient sometimes 
learns that, if he presses forward 
land maintains that position, the 
(pain gradually subsides. 


Consult Physician 


' Many report that, In an acutft 
attack, pain is felt in the arm. Both 
arms may be involved, but the left 
is the" one usually afflicted. The 
pain may travel down the arm to 
the forearm and perhaps be accom- 
panied by a feeling of numbness in 
the fingers.

The short shots near and on 
the green are generally the pay- 
off shots in golf. It is here that 
the real tension of a golf match 
arises, where skill is paramount, 
where no matter how tight the 
match may be, this tightness must 
be kept out of the playing system. 
For example 
holding the body 
rigid only leads to a tightening of 
the arms and wrists and the shot 
is certain to reflect this tautness. 
Far better on these short shots to 
allow the body to move in natural 
response to the swinging action. 
It will create a smoother per- 
formance. The one factor to watch 
above all others is the tendency 
to hurry the stroke. The general 
hurrv formula is a short back- 
swing, hurriedly brought down. 
This causes inaccurate impact not 
only thru the speed with which 
the stroke is applied but because 
there is a tendency to lift the head 
under such conditions which is 
nearly always ruinous. To over- 
come this tendency make sure the 
arc of the stroke is wide enough 
to accommodate a smooth swing 
from beginning to end. In the 
first place the left side must be 
relaxed to allow this backstroke. 
In the second place, once the 
backstroke has been completed, 
there should be no hurry to snatch 
the club down. Let the swing 
start slowly, gaming acceleration 
gradually and figuratively floating 
into the ball. You will be sur- 
prised what a difference it makes.
